Union Bank nf India General Regulations, 1998 


In exsrci.se of the powers conferred by section 19 of the 
Banking Companies (Acquisition and Transfer of Undertakings) 
Act, 1970 the Board of Directors of Union Bank of India after 
consultation with the Reserve Bank of India and with the 
previous sanction of the Central Government, hereby makes the 
following regulations, namely : 



1. Short title and commencement - 

(i) These regulations may be called Union Bank, of India 
General Regulations, 1998. 

(ii) These regulations shall come into force on the date 
of their publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Definitions - In these regulations, unless there is 

anything repugnant to the subject or context or 

meaning thereof - 

(a) "Act" means the Banking Companies (Acquisition and 

Transfer of Undertakings) Act, 1970 (5 of 1970)| 

(b) "Bank" means Union Bank of India, constituted under 
section 3 of the Act; 

(c) “Board" means the Board of Directors constituted under 
section 9 Of the Act; 

(d) "Chairman" means the Chairman of the Board; 

(e) "Committee" means a Committee as constituted by tne 
Board; 

(f) "Executive Director" means the wholetime Director, not 
being the Managing Director; 

(g) "General Manager" means General Manager of the Bank; 

<h) "Management Committee" means a Committee constituted 
under Clause 13 of the Scheme; 

(i) "Managing Director" means Managing Director of the Bank; 

(j) "Register" means the register of Shareholders kept in one 

or more books of the Bank and includes register of 

Shareholders Vept in Computer floppies or diskettes under 
sub-section (2G) of section 3 of the Act; 
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<k) "Registrar" means the person appointed by the Bank for - 

(i) collecting applications from investors in respect 
of an issue, 

(ii) keeping a proper record of applications and 
monies received from investors or paid to the 
seller of the securities, 

tiii) assisting the Bank in - 

(a) determining the basis of allotment of 
securities in consultation with the stock,

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CHAPTER II 

SHARES AND SHARE REBISTER 

3. Nature of ihar«« - The shares of Union Bank of India 
shall be movable property, transferable in the manner 
provided under these regulations. 

A. Kinds of share capital 

(i) Preference Share Capital means that part of share 
capital of Union Bank of India which fulfills both the 
following conditions i 

(A) as respect dividends, it carries a preferential 
right to be paid a fixed amount or an amount 
calculated at fixed rate, wihich may be either free 
of or subject to income tax and 

<B> as respect capital, it carries or will carry, on 
winding up to repayment of capital, a preferential 
right to be repaid the amount of the capital paid-up 
or-deemed to have been paid-up, whether or not there 
is preferential right to the payment of either or 
both of the following amounts, namely t 

<a) any money remaining unpaid, in respect of the 
amounts specified in clause (A) up to the date 
of winding up or repayment of capital, and

consent of the Central Government.

5 , Particulars to be entered in the register 

(i) A share register shall be kept, maintained and updated 
in .accordance with sub—section 2(F) of section 3 of the 
Act. 

<ii) In addition to the particulars specified In eub-section 
2(F) of Section 3 of the Act, much other particulars as 
the Board may specify shall be entered in the register. 

(iii) In the case of joint holders of any share, their names 
and other particulars required by sub-regulation (i> 
shall be grouped under the name of the first of, such 
joint holders. 

(iv) Subject to the proviso of sub-section 2(D) of Bection 3 
of the Act, a shareholder resident outside India may 
furnish to the Bank an address in India, and any such 
address shall be entered in the register*and be deemed 
to be his registered address for the purposes of the Act 
and these regulations. 

(v) No Notice of any trust express implied or constructive, 
shall be entered on the register or be receivable by the 
Bank. 
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6. Control over share* and register* - Subject to the 
provisions of the Act and these regulations and such 
directions as the Board may issue from ♦ me to time, 
the register shall be kept and maintained at the head 
office of Union Bank of India and be under the control 
of the Board and the decision of the Board as to whether 
or not a person is entitled to be registered as a 
shareholder in respect of any share shall be final. 

7. Parties who may not be registered as shareholder* — 

<i) Except as otherwise provided by these regulations, 
all persons who are not competent to contract shall 
not be entitled to be registered as a shareholder 
and the decision of the Board in this regard shall 
be conclusive and final. 

(ii) In case of firms, share* may be registered in the 
name* of the individual partners and no firm, as 
such, shall be entitled to be registered as a 
shareholder. 


8. Maintenance of share register in computer system, etc. 


(i) The particulars required to be entered in the share 
register under sub—section 2(F) of section 3 of the 
Act, read with those mentioned in regulation 5, 
shall be maintained under sub-section 2(G) of 
section 3 of the Act, in the form of data stored in 
magnetic/optical/magneto-optical media by way of 
diskettes, floppies, cartridges or otherwise 
(hereinafter referred to as the "media") in 
computers to be maintained at the Head Office and 
the back up at sucn location as may be decided from 
time to time by the Chairman S< Managing Director or 
any other official not below the rank of General 
Manager designated in this behalf by the Chairman V 
Managing Director (hereinafter referred to as "the 
designated official"). 

(ii) Particulars required to be entered in the share 
register under Section 3 (B) of the Act read with 
Section IT of the Depositories Act, 1996 shall be 
maintained in the electronic form in the manner and 
in the form as prescribed therein. 

9. Safeguards for protection of computer system 

(i) The access to the system set out in Regulation 8(i) 
in which data is stored shall be restricted to such 
persons including Registrars to an issue and/or 
share transfer agents as may be authorised in this 
behalf by the Chairman & Managing Director or the 
designated official and the passwords if any, and 
the electronic security control systems shall be 
kept confidential under the custody of the said 
persons.

(ii) The access by the authorised persons shall be 
recorded in logs by the computer system and such 
logs shall be preserved with the officials/persons 
designated in this behalf by the Chairman 
Managing Director or the designated official. 

(iii) Copies of the back-ups shall be taken on removable 
media at intervals as may be specified from time to 
time by the Chairman Managing Director or the 
designated official, incorporating the changes made 
in the register of shareholders. At least one of 
these copies shall be stored in a location other 
than the premises in which processing is being 
done. This copy shall be stored in a fire-proof 
environment with locking arrangement and at the 
requisite temperature. The access to the back-ups 
in both the locations shall be restricted to 
persons authorised in this behalf by the Chairman 
Managing Director or the designated official. The 
persons so authorised shall record the access in a 
manual register kept at the location. 

<iv) It shall be the duty of the authorised persons to 
compare the data on the back-ups with that on the 
computer system by using appropriate software to 
ensure correctness of the back-up. The result of 
this operation shall be recorded in the register 
maintained for the purpose. 

(v) It shall be competent for the Chairman K Managing 
Director, by special or general order, to add or 
modify the instructions, stipulations in regard to 
the safeguards to be observed in maintaining the 
register of the shareholders in the computer system 
with due regard to the advancement of technology, 
and/or in the exigencies of situation or for any 


other relevant consideration.

opinion, be necessary. 


Share Certificates -

and one additional share certificate for the number 
of shares in excess thereof but which are less than 
hundred. 
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(ii) If the number of shares to fee registered is less 
than hundred, one certificate shall be issued for 
all the shares. 

(iii) In respect of any share or shares held jointly by 
several persons, the Bank shall not be bound to 
issue more than one certificate, and delivery of a 
certificate for a share to one of.- several joint 
holders shall be sufficient delivery to all such 
holders. 


15. Renewal of share certificates 


(i) 1^ any share certificate is worn out or defaced, 
the Board or the Committee designated by it on 
production of such certificate may order the same 
to be cancelled and have a new certificate issued 
in lieu thereof. 

(ii) H any share certificate is alleged to be lost or 

destroyed the Board or the Committee designated by 
i : on such indemnity with or without surety as the 
Board or the Committee thinks fit, and on 

publication in two newspapers and on- payment to 
Union Bank of India of its costs, charges and 
expenses, a duplicate certificate in lieu thereof 
may be given to the person entitled to such lost or 
destroyed certificate.. 


16. Consolidation and sub-division of shares 


On a written application made by the sharehoIder(s), the 
Board or the Committee designated by it may consolidate 
or sub-divide the shares submitted to it for 
consolidation/sub-division as the case may be and issue 
a new certificate la) in lieu thereof on payment to the 
Bank of its costs, charges and expenses of and 
incidental to the matter. 


17. Transfer of shares 


(i) Every transfer of the shares of the Bank shall be 
by an instrument of transfer in form A annexed 
hereto or in such other form as may be approved by 
the Bank from time to time and shall be duly 
stamped, dated and executed by or on behalf of the 
transferor and the transferee alongwith the 
relative share certificate. 

(ii) The instrument of transfer alongwith the share 
certificate shall be submitted to the Bank at its 
Head Office and the transferor shall be deemed to 
remain the holder of such shares until the name of 
the transferee is entered in the share register in 
respect thereof. 
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<iii)Upon receipt by the. Bank of an instrument of 
transfer alongwith a share certificate with a 
request to register the transfer, the Board or the 
Committee designated by the Board shall forward the 
said instrument of transfer alongwith share 
certificate to the Registrar and/or Share Transfer 
Agents for the purposes of verification that the 
technical requirements are complied with in their 
entirety.

Notice on non-payment of call or instalment - If any

(i) If the beneficial owner seeks to opt out from the 
depository in respect of any security, he shall 
inform the depository accordingly.

(iii)The Bank shall within DO (thirty) days of the 
receipt of intimation from the depository and on 
fulfilment of such conditions and on payment of 
such fees as may be specified in the SEBI 
Depositories Participants Regulations 1996 * nd/ °^ 
the Depositories Act, 1996 issue a certificate of 
security to the beneficial c .--ler or the transferee 
as the case may be.

CHAPTER IV 

MEETINGS OF SHAREHOLDERS 


5f> Noiicc convening an Annual General Meeting— 

(i) A noiicc convening an annual general meeting of the shareholders signed by the Chairman & 
Managing Director or Executive Director or any authorised official of Union Bank of India shall be 
published at least twenty one clear days before the meeting in not less titan two daily newspapers 
having wide circulation in India. 

(ii) Even such notice shall slate the time, date and place of such meeting and also the business that 
shall be transacted at that meeting. 

(iii) The time and date of such meeting shall be as specified by the Board. The meeting shall be held at 
the place of head office of Union Bank of India. 


57. Extraordinary General Meeting— 


(i) The Chairman & Managing Director or in his absence the Executive Director of the Bank or in his 
absence any one of the Directors of the Bank may convene an Extra Ordinary General Meeting of 
sharchodcrs if so directed bv the Board, or on a requisition for such a meeting having been received 
either from the Central Government or from other shareholders holding shares, carrying, in the 
aggregate not less than ten per cent ol the total voting rights of all the shareholders. 

(ii) The requisition referred in sub-regulation (i) shall slate the purpose for which the Extra Ordinary 
General Meeting is required to be convened, but may consist of several documents in like form each 
signed by one or more of the requisilionists 

/ 

(iii) Where two or more persons hold any 'hares ioinilv. the requisition or a notice calling a meeting, 
signed by one or some of them shall. for the purpose of this regulation have the same force and effect 
as if it had been signed by all of them 

(iv) The time, dale and place of the Extra Ordinary General Meeting shall be decided by the Board : 

Prov ided that live Extra Ordinary General Meeting convened on lire requisition by the Central 
Government or other shareholders shall be convened not later titan 45 days of the receipt of the 
requisition. 


(v) If the Chairman & Managing Director or in his absence the Executive Director, as the ease may be, 
docs not convene a meeting as required by sub-regulation (i). within the period stipulated in tlte 
proviso to sub-regulation (iv). tlte meeting may be called by the requisilionists themselves within 
three months from (lie dale of the requisition :

(i> Nn busi>tess shall be transacted at any meeting of 
f -t e ah ? beholders unless a quorum of at least five 
shareholders entitled to vote at such meeting in 
person nre present at the commencement of such 
business. 

<ii> If within half an hour after the time appointed for 
the holding of a meeting, a quorum is not present, 
in the case of a meeting called by a requisition of 
siareholders other than the Central Government, the 
meeting shall stand dissolved. 

( i i i ) In any other case, if within half an hour after the 
time appointed for the holding of a meeting, a 
quorum is not present, the meeting shall stand 
adjourned to the same day in the next week, at the 
same time ami place or to such other day and such 
other tinu 1 and place as the Chairman may determine. 
If at the adjourned meeting a quorum is not present 
within half an hour from the time appointed for 
holding the meeting, the shareholders who are 
present in person or by proxy or by duly authorised 
representative at such adjourned meeting shall be 
quorum and may transact the business for which the 
nee ting was called : 

Frovided that no annual general meeting shall be 
idjourned to a date later than the date within

59. Chairman at general meeting - 

(i) The Chairman ?y. Managing Director or in his absence, 
the Executive Director or in his ’absence such one 
of the directors as may be generally or in relation 
to a particular meeting be authorised by the 
Chairman b. Managing Director or in his absence, the 
Executive Director in this behalf, shall be the 
chairman of the meeting and if the Chairman V 
Managing Director or the Executive Director or any 
other director authorised in this behalf is not 
present, the meeting may elect any other director 
present to be the chairman of the meeting. 
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(ii) Tlie chairman of the general meeting shall regulate the procedure at general meetings and in particular 
shall have power to decide the order m which the shareholders may address the meeting to fix a time 
limit for speeches, to apply the closure, when inhis opinion, any matter has been sufficiently discussed 
and to adjourn the meeting. 

60. Persons entitled to attend general meetings— 

(i) All directors and all shareholders of Union Bank of India shall, subject to the provisions of sub- 
regulalion (ii). be entitled to attend a general meeting. 

(ii) A shareholder (not being the Central Government) or a Director, attending a general meeting shall 
for purpose of identification and to determine his voting rights, be required to sign and deliver to the 
Bank a form to be specified by the chairman containing particulars relating to— 

(a) Ills full name and registered address: 

(b) the distinctive numbers of his shares'. 

(c) whether he is entitled to vote and the number of votes to which he is entitled in person or by 
proxy or as a duly authorised representative. 

61. Voting at general meetings— 

(i) Al any general meeting, a resolution put to (lie vote of the meeting shall, unless a poll is demanded 
be decided on a show of hands. 

(ii) Save as otherwise provided in the Act every matter submitted to a general meeting shall be decided 
by a majority of votes. 

(iii) Unless a poll is demanded under sub-regulation (i), a declaration by tire Chairman of the meeting 
that a resolution on show of hands has or lias not been carried either unanimously or by a particular 
majority and an entry to that effect in the books containing the minutes of the proceedings, shall be 
conclusive evidence of the fact without proof of the number of proportion of the votes cast in favour 
of. or against, such resolution. 

(iv) Before or on the declaration of the result of the voting on any resolution on a show of hands, a poll 
may be ordered lo be taken by the chairman of the meeting of his own motion, and shall be ordered 
to be taken by him on a demand made in dial behalf by any shareholder or shareholders present in 
person or by proxy and holding shares in Union Bank of India which confer a power to vote on the 
resolution not being less titan one fifth of the total voting power in respect of the resolution. 

(v) The demand for a poll may be withdrawn at any time by the person or persons who made the 
demand.

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(vi) A poll demanded on a question of adjournment or election of chairman of the meeting shall be laken 
forthwith. 

(vii) A poll demanded on any other question shall be taken at such time not being later titan forty eight 
hours from the time when the demand was made, as the chairman of the meeting may direct. 

(viii) The decision of the chairman of the meeting as. to the qualification of any person to vote, and also 
in the case of poll, as to the number of votes any person is competent to exercise shall be final. 

f>2. Minutes of general meetings— 

(i) Union Bank of India shall cause the minutes of all proceedings to be maintained in the books, kept 
for the purpose. 

(i i) Any such minutes, if purporting to be signed by the chairman of the meeting at which the proceedings 
were held or by the chairman of the next succeeding meeting, shall be evidence of the proceedings. 

(iii) Until tlie contrary is proved, every general meeting in respect of the proceedings hereof minutes 
have been so made shall be deemed to have been duly called and held, and all proceedings held 
thereat to have been duly held. 

CHAPTER V 

I 

ELECTION OF DIRECTORS 

63. Directors to be elected at general meeting - 

(i) A director under clause (i> of sub-section (3) of 
Section 9 of the Act shall be elected by the 
shareholders on the register, other tnan the 

Central Government, ||from amongst themselves in 

general meeting of Union Bank of India, 

til) Where an election of<a director is to be held at 

any general meeting, the notice thereof shall bf 
included in the notice convening the meeting. 

Every such notice shall specify the number of 
directors to be elected and the particulars of 

vacancies in respect of which the election is to be 
held. 

64. List cf shareholders - 

1 i) For the purpose of election of a director under 

sub-regulation (i) of Regulation 63 of these 
regulations, a list shall be prepared of 

shareholders on the register by whom the director 
is to be elected. 
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(ii) The list shall contain the names of the 

shareholders, their registered addresses, the 
number and denoting numbers of shares held by them 
with the dates on which the shares were registered 
tnd the* number of votes to which they will be 
entitled on the date fixed for the meeting at which 
the election will take place and copies of the list 
shall be available for purchase at least three 
weeks before the date fixed for the meeting at a 
price to be fixed by the Board or the Management 
kommittee, on application at the Head Office. 

65. Nomination of candidates for election 


<i> No nomination of a candidate for election as a 
director shall be valid unless' 


he is a shareholder holding 100 shares in 
Union Bank of India; 


(h) he is on the last date for receipt of 

nomination, not disqualified to be a director 
under the Act or under the Scheme; 

(c) he has paid all calls in respect of the shares 
of the Bank held by him, whether alone, or 
jointly with others on or before the last 
date fixed for the payment of the call; 

(d* the nomination is in writing signed at least by 
one hundred shareholders entitled to el^ct 
directors under the Act or by their duly 
constituted attorney, provided that a 
nomination by a shareholder who is a company 
may be made by a. resolution of the directors of 
the said company and where it is so made, a 
copy of the resolution certified to be a true 
copy by the Chairman of the meeting at which it 
was passed shall be despatched to the Head 
Office of Union Bank of India and such r D pv 
shal] be deemed to be a nomination on behalf of 
such company. 


the nomination accompanies or contains a 
declaration signed by the candidate before a 
Judge, Magistrate, Registrar or Sub-registrar 
of the Assurances or other Gazetted Officer or 
an officer of the Reserve Bank of India or any 
nationalised bank, that he accepts the 
nomination and is willing to stand for 
election, and that he is not disqualified 
either under the Act or the Scheme or these 
regulations from being a director. 


(ii) No nomination shall be valid unless it is received 
w: th all the connected documents complete in all 
respects and received, at the Head Office of Union 
Bank of India on a working day not less than 
fourteen days before the date fixed for the 

meeting. 
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66. Scrutiny of nominations 

(i) Nominations shall be scrutinised on the first 
working day following ^h'e date fixed for receipt of 
the nominations and in case any nomination is not 
found to be valid, the same shall be rejected after 
recording the reason therefor. If there is- only 
one valid nomination for any particular vacancy to 
be filled by election, the candidate so nominated 
shall be deemed to be elected forthwith and his 
name and address shall be,published as so elected. 

In such an event, there shall not be any election 
at the meeting convened for the purpose and if the 
meeting had been called solely for the purpose of 
the aforesaid election, it shall stand cancelled. 

(ii) In the event of an election being held, if valid 
nominations are more than the number of directors 
to be elected, the candidate polling the majority 
of votes shall be deemed to have been elected. 

(iii) A director elected to fill an existing vacancy 
shall be deemed to have assumed office from the 
date following that on which he is, or is deemed to 
be elected. 

67. Election disputes 

<i) If any doubt or dispute shall arise as to the 
qualification or disqualification of a person 
deemed, or declared to be elected, or as to the 
validity of the election of a director, any person 
interested, being a candidate or shareholder 
entitled to vote at such election, may, within 
seven <Uys of the date of the declaration of tn# 
resu.1 i of such election, give intimation in writing 
thereof to the Chairman S< Managing Director of 
Union Bank of India and shall in the said 
intimation give full particulars of the grounds 
upon which he doubts or disputes the validity of 
the election. 

(ii) On receipt of an intimation under sub-regulation 
(i) , the Chairman Managing Director or in his 
absence, the Executive Director of Union Bank of 
India shall forthwith refer such doubt or dispute 
for the decision of a committee consisting of the 
Chairman 1* Managing Director or in his-absence, the 
Executive Director and any two of the directors 
nominated under clauses (b) and (c) of sub section 
(3) of section 9 of the Act. 

(iii)The committee referred to in sub-regulation (ii > 
shall make such enquiry as it deems necessary and 
if it finds that the election was a valid election, 
it shall confirm the declared results of the 
election or, if it finds that the election was not 
a valid election, it shall within 30 days of the 
commencement of the enquiry, make such order and 
give ouch directions including the holding of a 
frosh election as shall in the circumstances 
appear just to the committee.

(iv> An order and direction of such committee in 
pursuance of this regulation shall be conclusive. 
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CHAPTER VI 

VOTING RIGHTS OF SHAREHOLDERS 

68. Determination of voting rights 

(i) Subject to the provisions contained in section 

?(2E) of the Act, each shareholder who has been 
registered as a shareholder on the date of closure 
cf the register prior to the date of a general 
meeting shall, at such meeting, have one vote on 
* bow of hands and in case of a poll shall have one 
vote for each share held by him. 

(ii) Subject to the provisions contained in section 

3<2E) of the Act, every shareholder entitled to 

vote as aforesaid who, not beino a company, is 

present in person or by proxy or who being a 
company is present by a duly authorised 
representative or by proxy shall have one vote on a 
show of hands and in case of a poll shall have one 
vote for each share held by him as stated 

hereinabove in sub-regulation (i). 

Explanation : For this Chapter, ‘■Company' 1 means any 
t body corporate. 

<iii ^Shareholders of the Bank entitled to attend and 

vote at a general meeting shall be entitled to 

appoint another person (whether a shareholder or 
not) as his proxy to attend and vote instead of 

nimself; but a proxy so appointed shall not have 
any right to speak at the meeting. 

69, Vouinivby duly authorised representative - 


(i) A eharehold^ 5 ', o^ing the Central Government or a 
company, may by z resolution, as the case may be, 
authorise any of its officials or any other person 
to act as its representative at any general meeting 
of the shareholders and the person so authorised 
(referred to as a "duly authorised representative" 
in these regulations) shall be entitled to exercise 
the same powers on behalf of the Central Government 
or company which h* represents, as if he were an 
individual shareholder of the Union Bank of India. 
The authorisation so given may be in favour of two 
persons in the alternative and in such a case any 

one of such persons may act as the duly authorised 

representative of the Central Government/company. 

(ii) No person shall attend or vote at any meeting of 
the shareholders of Union Bank of India as the duly 
authorised representative of a company unless a 
copy of the resolution appointing him as a duly 

authorised representative certified to be a true 

copy by the Chairman of the meeting at which it was 
passed shall have been deposit.d at the head office 
of the Union Bank of India not less than four days 
before the date fixed for the meeting. 
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70. Proxies 


<i> No instrument of proxy shall be valid unless, m 
the case of an individual shareholder, it is signed 
by him or by his attorney duly authorised in 
writing,or in the case of joint holders, it is 
signed by the shareholder first named in the 
register or his attorney duly authorised in writing 
or in the case of the body corporate signed by its 
officer >r an attorney duly authorised in writing : 

Provided that an instrument of proxy shall be 
sufficiently signed by any shareholder, who is, for 
any reason, unable to write his name, if his mark 
is affixed thereto and attested by a Judge, 
Magistrate, Registrar and Sub-Registrar of 
Assurances or other Government gazetted officer or 
an Officer of the Union Bank of India. 

<ii) No proxy shall be valid unless it is duly stamped 
and a copy thereof deposited at the head office of 
Union Bank of India not less than four days before 
the date fixed for the meeting, together with the 
power of attorney or other authority (if any) under 
which it is signed or a copy of that power of 
attorney or other authority certified as a trye 
copy by a Notary Public or a Magistrate unless 
such a power of attorney or the other authority is 
previously deposited and registered with.Union' Bank 
of India. 

(iii)Ho instrument of proxy shall be valid unless it is 
in Form 'B'. 

<iv> An instrument of proxy deposited with Union Bahk of 
India shall be irrevocable and final. 

(v> In the case of an instrument of proxy granted in 
favour of two grantees in the alternative, not more 
than one form shall be executed. 

<vi) The grantor of an instrument of proxy under this 
regulation shall not be entitled to vote in person 
at the meeting to which such instrument relates. 

(vi . )No person shall be appointed as duly authorised 
representative or a proxy who is an officer or an 
employee of Union Bank of India.
